The proposition was made iii consequence 
of the great irregularity discovered in tin* 
manner of aise.-s.ng by the tour made last 
year by tile H ate Assessors. 
Th it Board has 
heretofore boon a men* rout int1 concern, with­ 
out the remotest approach lo ideas; but the 
sol of men now serving in that capacity seem 
to be live men, and not content with accept­ 
ing tilings a* right just because they were iu 
the same rut they made a comparison of the 
mottos of assessment prevailing in different lo­ 
calities, and found them bused *'U the mere 
whims of assessors. 
The necessity of radi­ 
cal ('hang*' thus became officially known to 
them, us it had boon to almost every taxpayer 
from individual observation long ago. 
The proposition to assess property al its 
actual value rests on the theory that should 
govern all taxation. 
Tile costs of govern­ 
ment, reduced lathe minimum by a wise econ­ 
omy, should Im* made to rest equally on every 
man benefitted by them. 
Where a system 
prevails iii one quarter of assessing property 
ut one-third its value, iii another one-fifth, in 
another perhaps not one-tenth, the burden of 
taxation is distributed with Hi,* grossest in­ 
equality, working discontent. 
A* regards assessing ut its actual value all 
property, there mvrtw to Ik* uo vail*! reason 
why it should Bot be^adopte*!,except as there 
may In* uncertainty as to its universal preva­ 
lence.

France is afflicted with too many centres— 
the Right Centre und the Left Centre and 
whatever other ceutres there may lie. Now, 
it was difterent in the days of the Uncle and 
not quite the same in those of the Nephew. 
Then there was hut one contre and that stood 
still, as centros should, in the bosom of the 
one ruler. France is lighting mathematics 
and cauuot prosper; one centre ouly is 
enough; more than one makes maDy revolu­ 
tions possible. Has MacMahou got the stud 
in him that hickory hubs are made of? 
Those fellows at Cinclnnatti who were arrest­ 
ed for passing counterfeit money were rightly 
served; yet in point of fact how very delicate 
is the diflerence between a poor copy of law­ 
ful money and lawful money itself which, our 
National Legislature says, has no basis in 
gold or property. We punish a speculative 
swindle when a few unofficial rascals go into 
it and are helpless against a mightier fraud 
which is perpetrated under forms of law upon 
the whole country. The first is criminality, 
the second is statesmanship. Ob, ye sophis­ 
tical dictionaries! 
No book buyer will greatly lament if the 
publishers do get into a war over the matter 
of which is entitled to the credit and profit of 
first bringing out certain popular works—as 
it never seems likely they will. Too much 
margin is made on some books anyway and a 
reduction of fifty per cent, on them through-a 
row among the publishers would be a bless­ 
ing. Victor Hugo's “ Ninety Three," a dollar 
book, has tumbled to twenty-five cents, and 
Jules Verne is coming down like bis own 
lunar balloon. We shall dust our shelves 
pretty soon and invest the balance of our rail- 
roa»! stock in a first class stationary library. 
The world is a snake with its tail m its 
mouth; it turns over and over and back in 
everything. 
Fashion iu dross and personal 
decoration presents no exception. We are in 
the midst of a renaissance in all the styles.— 
The classic age is again dictating to the de- 
scendents of pilgrims, purists, radicals ami re­ 
formers. We are going behind Louis XV. and 
Charles 1. to Ramoses and Sesostris. Bacchus 
aud Ariadne grace the mantels of the wealthy 
devotees to an antique taste, while languid 
ladies of tin? dolce Jar niente order imitate 
und wear th** bracelets of Egyptian ilauciug- 
girls. Dear, dear, vat a heebies 1 
Rev. J. P. Newman, former chaplain of the 
Senate, has lately visited India and was 
deeply impressed with the unspeakable moral 
and religious depravity of the people there. 
In a letter to a New York church journal he 
says he turned away from the painful spec­ 
tacles a Horded by the disgusting rites prac­ 
ticed in the heathen temples to the character 
and work of the missionaries iu that country 
with profound relief. We don't doubt it; but 
it is with iu» little apprehension after all that 
we think of what may be the etlecl of this ex­ 
perience of ilr. Newman upon his ability to 
estimate the immorality of his own land. By 
the side of Benares, Washington will seem to 
him the habitation of saints. 


T h e P ro p o aetl X ew S ystem oi' A ssess­ 
m e n t. 
As will In: seen by notice in other columns 
the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors lias 
called a meeting of the Supervisors and Ass­ 
essors of the set eral towns of the county to 
be held Saturday, the 6th inst. The object of 
this meeting is to consider the proposition of 
the State Assessors, made to the diflerent 
boards of supervisors throughout the state, to 
assess property at its actual value. 
The proposition was made in consequence 
of the great irregularity discovered in the 
manner of assessing by the tour made last 
year by the State Assessors. Th it Board lias 
heretofore been a mere routine concern, with­ 
out the remotest approach to ideas; but the 
set of men now serving in that capacity seem 
to be live men, and not content with accept­ 
ing things as right just because they were ill 
the same rut they made a comparison of the 
modes of assessment prevailing in diH'crent lo­ 
calities, and found them based ou the mere 
whims of assessors. The necessity of radi­ 
cal change thus became officially known to 
tliem, as it had been to almost every taxpayer 
from individual observation long ago. 
The proposition to assess property at its 
actual value rests on the theory that should 
govern all taxation. The costs of govern­ 
ment, reduced tothe minimum by a wise econ­ 
omy, should be made to rest equally on every 
man beuefltled by them. 
Where a system 
prevails in one quarter of assessing property 
at one-third its value, in another one-fifth, in 
another perhaps not one-tenth, the burden of 
taxation is distributed with the grossest in­ 
equality, working discontent. 
As regards assessing at its actual value all 
property, there seems te be uo valid reason 
why it should not pe^adopted,except as there 
may be uncertainty its to its universal preva­ 
lence. Tito State Assessors report visiting 
about a score of counties and securing their 
acquiescence. If all the counties do the same 
it will be the very best thiug yet done in the 
assessment business. At present a vast 
amount of property escapes taxation, and the 
property that is put down on the assessors’ 
roll is made to bear an undue proportion of 
tbe burden. It is litis that breeds discontent 
more titan the actual amount of money paid. 
No citizen wishes to pay more in proportion 
than his neighbor, no county more titan an- 
other. But so far no system has been discov­ 
ered whereby this burden can be distributed 
equally, but whero every parcel of property 
is-put down at what the owner would seil it for 
there seems a fair prospect of evenly adjust­ 
ing the cost. We trust Ulster will unite with 
the oilier counties in favoring the adoption of 
this system. 


At it A gain . 
Now, in the name of heaven, whose wishes 
in the matter the Presbyterian Geueral As­ 
sembly at St. Louis profess to consult, won't 
some .layman with a spoonful of common 
sense in ltis bead go down there and stop 
that silly controversy about women praying in 
meeting? If he don’t wo shall expect to see 
old Faul issuing from his grave to protest 
against the way the doctors (with two big D’s) 
are tinkering with his letters. 
In case the 
Apostle had imagined that any subsequent 
generation of men could be born so utterly 
deficient in knowledge of the first principles of 
things as to suppose when lie forbade the 
women of Corinth to exercise in public ho 
also meant to include the women of America, 
he would have been astonished. When will 
these ponderous old Dryasdusts find out the 
vital distinction between a principle and a 
rule? The smart and brilliant women of Asia 
aud Italy in Paul's day were ail pros­ 
titutes, while virtue and purity resided 
only with stupidity of mind and social 
obscurity. 
When, 
therefore, 
one or 
more of the former class happened to be con­ 
verted and join the church, a proper respect 
to their former mode of life required that they 
should not be too prominent at first in its 
public gatherings. The same course would 
be properly followed by the church to-day if 
lite circumstances were at all similar; while 
the fact is they ate .diametrically opposite. 
Nothing, it seent3 to us, can be plainer than 
this mode of procedure or more completely in 
accordance with—as we have intimated— 
cotnmon-sense. Besides, the position of the 
entire female sex at the time when Paul wrote 
was what it is in Turkey now; and who ever 
heard of a political or a religious meeting be­ 
ing held in Constantinople and addressed by 
the coucubines of the Sultán? The Corin­ 
thians would have ridiculed such an assem­ 


blage in their city in the first century, even if 
Paul himself had occupied the chair; aud as a 
result of it the cause of Christ would have 
been catalogued by the people as an open 
pander to the worst vice denounced by the 
Ton Commandments. 
Cannot those doc­ 
tors at St. Louis see that or are 
they, like Ixiou, “ bound to the wheel” of a 
revolving legalism which, after the manner of 
a steam-grindstone, keeps up a wonderful 
humming but never goe3 anywhere? Oh, 
what old fossils! There is a “pome” we have 
read giving an accouut of the perplexities 
and embarrassments of Warren (the mail who 
was slain at Bunker Hill) when he rose from 
his grave a little while ago and saw the 
changes which had come over the face of 
thiugs; the locomotive, the telegraph, the 
steamboat and the friction match were too 
much for him and he slunk back into his mor­ 
tuary cell dizzy with amazemeut and incre­ 
dulity. What a pity that men should bo bora 
a thousand years behind time! How funny 
it souuds, yet how sad it is that men who are 
fighting tho devil should hesitate to lot their 
wive3 and mothers help them, anti seem to 
prefer that the Old Boy should stuff himself 
with the souls of innocent children than to 
have a woman hurl a public prayor at his 
head ! Go to, lie down and dry up and blow 
away, you mummies of the ante-Chrlslian era; 
and, you women, if you can pray in public 
and are acquainted with the Lord, pray away 
until the world hears afresh tho footsteps of 
the Messiah !

The local buyer 
did not discover the cheat, until, testing a lot 
from Hie same dairy a few days ago, his trier 
struck the foreign substance. Communicat­ 
ing with the New York house, other tubs were 
found in similar condition and were returned.

F a ta l A ccident. 
We find the following account of a fatal 
accident at Athens, and a touching and im­ 
pressive scene at the death of tho unfortunate 
man, in the Hudson Register: 
Tuesday 
morning Henry Kedell, a laborer connected 
with the work train on the Athens St. Schenec­ 
tady Railroad, was run over and fatally in­ 
jured, a short distance from the At liens 
depot. The accident occurred about eleven 
o’clock. 
Dr. Calkins, of Athens, was sent for, and 
came, but did nothing for him; and, in­ 
deed, it was useless, for he was beyond the 
reach of mortal aid. A throng of brakemeu, 
engineers, firemen, and liis fellow laborers, 
gathered around his mangled form with 
blanched faces, and as this agonizing appeal 
went forth from a soul trembling on the brink 
or eternity— “7s there any one'that can pray ? 
Oh ! pray fo r me .’’’—strong men turned 
away to hide their emotion. 
And when a 
Christian engineer knelt by tlie side of the dy­ 
ing man, the crowd reverently uncovered 
their heads and listened with breathless awe, 
while he sent up to tlie Throne of Grace a 
heartfelt and touching appeal, that caused the 
tears to start from many a manly eye unused 
to such a visitor.

voice of the Eagle man, as lie lay prone in the 
stern-sheets of Hie twat to rest the small (? 
amount of sustenance he partook of at Bandy 
Coon's table; and ever aud anon in the pause 
of the song giving vent to the statement that 
“ that | ml-pie was light, Isnt by 
George 
somehow it sets heavy!” 
Yes, we thought by 
George, it did set heavy. 
Arriving at Mrs. Bartlett s wharf, on which 
is the boat-house used by the Bard Boat Club 
we entered that building and found the crew 
of the Mira monte, one of the contesting boats, 
present ami waiting Hic order to dress for the 
race. 
Here also was Lieut. Rathbnn of the 
clu!», who furnished the names of the officers 
and member* of that organization, which are 
as follows: Captain, G. II. Keller; First Lieut 
William Pickaxey; Second Lieut., S. B. Kath- 
buu; Purser, B. R. Kirk bride; Drill Master, 
A. McMillan. 
There are two I larges, each 
thirty-two feet in length with four feet breadth 
of beam, Guilt by Blackburn iii New York and 
finished in Catskill.

The uptown folks are very busy cleaning 
house mid cultivating flowers. 
Our people 
are becoming more and more in Hie habit of 
ornam enting their grounds with plants and 
flowers eacli year. 
On some of Hie streets 
the perfume pervades the air for several 
blocks, aud all over Hie place there is a 
neatness 
and cleanliness noticeable that 
sliows'the good house-wives are making un­ 
usual exertion this spring to make their 
homes pleasaant. 
There is one street, how­ 
ever, where some of the people should take 
better care of their grounds or they will get 
the cholera ; aud that is Pino street uear the 
earner of Pine and Bowery, where the walk is 
covered with refuse thrown from the cow- 
yurds aud kitchens.

H ie arrangem ent was to have the boats 
start between two and three o'clock, but as 
no one ever expects a race of any sort to com­ 
mence at Hie time appointed, not even those 
who sot Hie time, no one was iii the least sur­ 
prised or disapi>oliited when it was after three 
o’clock before the two barges started to pull 
to the southerly end of Hie cove to take their 
positions for Hie trial of speed, but Hie spec­ 
tators sat upon the wharf in the sunshine 
(until old Sol was hidden by a friendly cloud) 
as contentedly us a June bug on a sweet-po- 
tato-vine.

Tile two b o ats having arrived at the start 
ing point th ey “ tossed u p ” for choice of 
position, which was gained by the Rosalie, 
and she took the east or inshore side of the 
course, Hie Miramonte to the westward and 
about thirty yards distant. 
When the bouts 
were properly lilied and all ready the signal 
to “20” was given by tho firing of a pistol. 
Both boats got away with no apparent ex 
citement aud made a very creditable start 
though there were two oars in the Rosalie, 
from the distance we could not distinguish 
the numbers, that for two or three stroke* 
made the spray fly. 
For some distance from 
the start the boats were as near in a line as 
could be, but soon the Miramonte began to 
open a gap between herself and antagonist 
though it was done rather slowly. 
Getting 
up to the little rocky island called, we believe, 
the Skilliput, the boats were first seen from 
the wharf distinctly euougli to judge of their 
relative positions without the aid of a glass 
aud th$ii it wa3 the yells of the coxswains 
could be heard urging on their crews.

crews) were pulling finely, Hie Miramonte 
being a decided distance in advance, Gut the 
Rosalies were working with the steady heave 
and set of a well-drilled man-o’-war lioal’a 
crew, pulling thirty-seven strokes to the 
minute to the Miramonte’s thirty-six. 
Now 
the excited spectator* on the wharf and in 
Hie boats began to cheer on their favorites, 
and yells of “ Rosalie !" and “Miramonte!” 
were roared out by the men, while the same 
names were screamed fortli in the shrill treble 
of Hie ladies. 
And Hie Eagle man in the 
frenzy of Ilia excitement jumped up and down 
in Hic stern-shects of the Ripple and roared 
all manner of wagers in The Freeman m an's 
ear, acting as if ho was possessed with the 
conviction that we had suddenly become stone 
deaf. 
He bet everything he had about and 
on liis person; money, segars, 
clothes- 
everytblng—yelling out “go in and win, Mira 
monte! twenty-five 
to five on His Mira- 
monte!" and when Hie race was ended he’d 
have gone back to Poughkeepsie without 
cent aud stark naked if he hadn’t forgotten 
about Hie way he bet and insisted on it that 
we bad bot on the losing lioat and owed him 
a sugar. 
When a short distance from the hom e-stake 
tho Rosalies made an astonishing burst of 
speed, rushed up to and passed tho Mira- 
inoiite, going past the home-stake the winner 
by a length and a quarter in 8 minutes and 
50 seconds, thus wrenching victory from Hie 
jaws of defeat amid tho wildest cheers of oven 
Biose who bad believed in aud hoped for the 
opposite result. 
It was a gallant struggle, 
and Ilia vanquished deserve hardly less praise 
than Hic visitors. 
After the crews had recovered from Hie 
struggle, the beats passed In .review before 
the spectators under command of Captain 
Keller. 
A beautiful wreath of white flowers 
and evergreens, in the center of which was 
suspended au anchor made of purple flowers, 
was presented to the Rosalies by Miss Stryker, 
aud ii wreath of red flowers and evergreens, 
with a slur in the conter, was presented by 
Miss Fairbane to the Miraniontes.

way. 
The two boats and crews looked very 
prettily with their colors flying and tho pres­ 
entation wreaths hanging over their bows, 
and the men in their natty uniforms.

montes were lo give tim Rosalie* a supper on 
Saturday evening iii Hie College buildings— 
said supper having been furnished by (tie 
Smith Bros, of I’oughkeepsie.

D a y a n d a C lo se R a c e . 
The annual regatta of the “ Bard Boat Club” 
of St. Stephen’s College at Aunatidale took 
place on the cove of the Hudson inside of the 
railroad track, about one mile north of Barry- 
town, on Saturday afternoon last. 
There was 
quite a large concourse of people present to 
witness the friendly contest, composed mostly 
of relatives and friends of the collegiat>3 and 
persons residing in the immediate vicinity of 
the college, beside some of the faculty of the 
institution and George W. Davids of the IV - 
keepsie Eagle and a representative of The 
Freeman. 
Arriving at Barrytowii the two knights of 
ihe lead pencil and note book, after fortifying 
themselves with a substantial dinner at the 
hotel of mine host Sandy Coon, were kindly 
taken in charge by Mr. Virgil C0011, assisted 
by Mr. Fritz, given 3eats in “ Virg’s ” boat, 
The Fox,” and rowed to the scene of the 
coming contest. 
Wo glided up the river to 
the first culvert through the railroad* track, 
passed through it and entered the capacious 
cove 111 which the race course was marked off. 
It was a glorious day to begin with, a gentle 
southerly breeze tempering the hot sunlight, 
and blowing about the perfume of sweet-briar 
and dogwood blossoms, and bringing us warm 
and resinous odors from the woods of spruce 
and pines. 
The warm light fell on the sides 
of the rocky clefts iu the shore and lit lip the 
masses of young trees and the luxuriant ferns 
along the moist banks. 
There was a richly- 
cultivated and undulating country lying all 
around; but few houses, and those chiefly the 
summer residences of those blessed with much 
store of shekels. 
Far beyond tho opposite 
bank of the river, the towering Kaatskills rose 
soft and blue into the white sky. 
From the 
remote north round to the south-west they 
stretched like a mighty wall; and they were of 
warm, roseate and half transparent purple 
until In the region directly opposite they grew 
more and more cold in hue and har3h in out- 
liue.

rowed rapidly up the cove, our oar strokes 
trimming tothesong of the “Mulligan Guards” 
as warbled sweetly forth by the melodious (?) 
oice of the Eagle man, as lie lay prone in the 
stern-sheets of the boat to rest the small (?) 
amount of sustenance lie partook of at Sandy 
Coon's table; and ever and anon in the pauses 
of the song giving vent to the statement that 
that pot-pie was light, but by G eorge! 
somehow it sets heavy!” 
Yes, we thought by 
George, it did set heavy. 
Arriving at Mrs. Bartlett's wharf, 011 which 
is the boat-house used by the Bard Boat Club, 
we entered that building and found the crew 
of the Miramonte, one of the contesting boats, 
present and waiting the order to dress for the 
ace. 
Here also was Lieut. Ralhbnn of the 
club, who furnished the names of the officers 
and members of that organization, which are 
as follows: Captain, G. II. Keller; first Lieut., 
William Picksley; Second Lieut., S. B. Ratli- 
bun; Purser, B. R. Kirkbride; Drill Master, 
A. McMillan. 
There are two barges, each 
thirty-two feet in length with four feet breadth 
of beam, built by Blackburn ¡11 New York and 
finished in Catskill.

The Rosalie is painted white, though the 
colors of the crow are blue, while the Mira­ 
monte is a black boat, with red for the color 
of the crew. 
Emerging from the boat-house when the 
Second-Lieutenant gave tho order for the men 
to dress, we found benches for the accommo­ 
dation of the spectators had been placed up­ 
on the wharf and they were occupied princi­ 
pally by ladies, while the male portion of the 
crowd were standing about discussing the 
merits of their favorite crews. 
The Mira­ 
monte was the favorite from the fact that for 
a number of successive years (four, if we re­ 
member correctly), she has borne oil the 
honors of the race; and then, besides, her 
crew possesses the most muscle; but it was 
proven that “the race is not always to the 
swift, nor the battle to the strong.” 
Among the spectators upon the wharf, and 
in their boats in tho immediate vicinity, were 
Prof. Ollson, wife and daughter, Mrs. and the 
Misses Fairbane, Dr. Clark, Prof. Henry 15. 
Mott and a number of pupils from tho military 
school at Madalin, the three Misses Martin 
and Mr. Martin of Barrytown, the Misses 
Trowbridge from Annandale Parish School, 
the Misses Cregor, Mrs. and Miss Stryker, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis, Mr. Brockway from the Gen­ 
eral Theological Seminary, New York, form­ 
erly a student at St. Stephen’s, the Misses Mc­ 
Millan of Troy, Miss Woodbridgo, the Loril- 
lards of Rhinebcck, Mr. and Miss Adams, Mr. 
Sands and son, Mrs. Sands, Prof. Hopson and 
wite, Miss Cheritree and Madame De Retz of 
Barrytown. 
The following graduating mem­ 
bers of St. Stephen's were also present: Wil­ 
son Tillitson, McMillan, Rose, 
McConkey, 
Lewis, Fairbane, Cruger, Unsworlh, Sher­ 
man and Mitchell. 
Young John Aspin wall’s 
little steam-yacht, the Skedaddle, a descrip­ 
tion of which was given some weeks since in

cove, having on board Mr. Samuel Breck and 
Master Sam Breck, Nelson Stickles and Dan­ 
iel O’Connel, a direct descendant from the 
liberator of Ireland. 
The reporters are under obligations to Mas­ 
ter John Aspinwall, who was unfortunately 
confined to his house by sickness, for placing 
bis handsome boat, the Rippje, at the service 
of Captain Keller of the boat-club, who de­ 
tailed a crew for it and turned it over for use 
by the reporters. 
The reporters are also 
under many and weighty obligations to Mr. 
William Cross of St. Stephen’s, the stroke of 
the Ripple on that occasion, for the fatherly 
care which he exercised over the reporters, 
telling them exactly how to step into thebOaf, 
where to bo seated, detailing Tho Freeman 
mail to steer and then télling him just how to 
do it, to say nothing of spilling bot’.lcd-cider 
over his pantaloons. 
TI10 reporters who, 
pj'e-haps had never been in boats before, or 
rowed, or steered, or coached crews, felt per­ 
fectly safe with that youth—when he let the 
bottled-cider alone. 


T Iic R a c e . 
The arrangem cut was to have the boats 
start between two and three o’clock, lmt as 
no one ever expects a race of any sort to com­ 
mence at the time appointed, not even those 
who set the time, no one was in the least sur­ 
prised or disappointed when it was after three 
o’clock before the two barges started to pull 
to the southerly end of the cove to take their 
positions for the trial of speed, but the spec­ 
tators sat upon the wharf in the sunshine 
(until old Sol was hidden by a friendly cloud) 
as contentedly as a June bug 011 a sweet-po- 
tato-vlne. 
The race was from the wharf at 
the extreme southerly end of the cove, 
straightaway, to a stake immediately abreast 
of ilie wharf on which were the spectators. 
Tho judges were R. II. Mevius and J. Q. 
Archdeacon, senior classmen. 
The referee 


was Prof. Jas. Stryker, M. A., and the starter 
was Prof. John S. Moody, B. A. 
The course 
was said by some to be one and a quarter 
miles iu length, and by others one and a half 
miles; tho last-mentioned distance being, in 
our opinion, the most correct. 
The two boats having arrived at the start­ 
ing-point they “tossed up” for choice of 
position, which was gained by the Rosalie, 
and she took the east or inshore side of the 
course, the Miramonte to the westward and 
about thirty yards distant. 
When the boats 
were properly lined and all ready the signal 
to “go” was given by the firing of a pistol. 
Both boats got away with 110 appareut ex­ 
citement and made a very creditable start, 
though there were two oars in the Rosalie, 
from the distance we could not distinguish 
the numbers, that for two or three stroke# 
made the spray fly. 
For some distance from 
the start the boats were as near in a line as 
could lie, but soon the Miramonte began 10 
open a gap between herself and antagonist, 
though it was done rather slowly. 
Getting 
up to the little rocky island called, we believe, 
the Skilliput, the boats were first seen from 
the wharf distinctly enough to judge of their 
relative positions without the aid of a glass, 
and then it was the yells of the coxswains 
could be heard urging on their crews. 
Both 
crewa were pulling finely, the Miramonte 
being a decided distance in advance, but the 
Rosalies were working with the steady heave 
and set of a well-drilled man-o’-war boat’s 
crew, pulling thirty-seven strokes to the 
minute to the Miramonte’s thirty-six. 
Now 
the excited spectators on the wharf and-in 
the boats began to cheer on their favorites, 
and yells of “ Rosalie !” and “Miramonte!” 
were roared out by the men, while the same 
names were screamed forth in the shrill treble 
of the ladies. 
And the Eagle man in the 
frenzy of his excitement jumped up and down 
in the stern-sheets of the Ripple and roared 
all manner of wagers in The Freeman m an’s 
ear, acting as if he was possessed with the 
conviction that we had suddenly become stone 
deaf. 
He bet everything he had about and 


011 his person; money, segara, 
clothes— 
everything—yelling out “go ill and win, Mira­ 
monte! twenty-five 
to five on the Mira­ 
monte!” and when the race was ended he’d 
have gone back to Poughkeepsie without a 
cent aud stark naked if he hadn’t forgotten 
about the way he bet and insisted on it that 
we had bet on the losing boat and owed him 
a segar. 
When a short distance from the liome-sta ko 
the Rosalies made an astonishing burst of 
speed, rushed up to aud passed tho Mira 
monte, going past the home-stako the winner 
by a length and a quarter in 8 minutes and 
50 seconds, thus wrenching victory from the 
jaws of defeat amid the wildest cheers of even 
those who had believed in and hoped for tho 
opposite result. 
It was a gallant struggle, 
and the vanquished deserve hardly less praise 
than the visitors. 
After the crews had recovered from the 
struggle, the beats passed in ^review before 
tiie spectators under command of Captain 
Keller. 
A beautiful wreath ot white fiowers 
and evergreens, in the center of which was 
suspended au anchor made of purple flowers, 
was presented to tho Rosalies by Miss Stryker, 
and a wreath of red (lowers and evergreens, 
with a star 111 the center, was presented by 
Miss Fairbane to the Miramontes. 
The re ­ 
view consisted of the boats pulliug down, U10 
victor in advance, to the boat-house, 
and 
when abreast of it, at the command of the 
captain, who was in a boat at thehome-stake, 
lying on their oars, then peaking oars, then 
saluting and finally letting fall and giving 
’way. 
The two boats and crews looked very 
prettily with their colors flying and the pres­ 
entation wreaths hanging over their bows, 
and the men 111 their natty uniforms. 
The 
ofiicers of the club wear tho navy shoulder- 
strap as designations of rank. 
The Mira- 
montes were to give the Rosalies a suppor 011 
Saturday evening in the College buildings— 
said supper having been furnished by the 
Smith Bros, of Poughkeepsie.

After the barge race and review there was 
a serub-race between the following boats: 
Ripple—Coxswain, N. P. Rodgers; Stroke, 
William Cross; Bow, John O’Connell.

The race was 
won by the Ripple, she coming home ninety 
nine and a third lengths in advance of ‘.he 
Atlanta, and tho last named boat distancing 
the Undine.

matized by eacli soldier’s resting-place being 
marked with a small flag. 
TI10 decorating concluded, Col. Westbrook 
called the assembly to order, and a brief, 
eloquent and appropriate prayer was made by 
Rev. James Cooper. 
Judge Westbrook was 
then introduced by Mayor Lindsley, and made 
a short 3peoch, feelingly alluding to the heroes 
whom we honored on this decoration day and 
paying a tribute to them and their noble 
deeds. 
At the conclusion of his remarks a 
benediction was pronounced by Rev. Mr. 
Westgate and the line was reformed aud pro­ 
ceeded successively to the cemetery at the 
Wiltwyck Chapel, St. Mary’s, Sharpe’s and 
Houghtaling’s, at each of which the graves 
of the soldier dead received the floral tributes. 
The names of the boys in blue who rest at 
these burial places have already been pub­ 
lished, with the exception, we believe, of 
Lieut. Wm. Coonopt and Charles Carter, in 
Montrepose Cemetery, Com. Edgar Paulding, 
in Wiltwyck Cemetery, and Michael Leonard, 
in St. Mary’s. 
So under the sod the brave boys peacefully 
sleep, while a nation that recognizes that they 
died not in vain but in the glorious struggle 
Tor a fuller, more complete liberty watches 
over their last resting place, and as each year 
rolls around and nature spreads its luxuriant 
vernal and floral productions around, how 
meet that that nation should thus testify its 
approval of these who gave their life willingly, 
freely, to insure its safety.
